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Spirit of Confidence Prevails— 
Ottawa, Nov. 14th— With little of 
the customary color and pageantry 


the second session of Canada’s = war 
parliament has been opened. The na 
tion's federal representatives have 


come together at a grim and serious 


hour to discuss and administer Can- 
ada’s part in the war. There was, 
however, no despondency§ in the 


Speech from the Throne delivered by 
the Governor General, the Earl of 
Athlone, in the Senate chamber. It 
gave a clear impression of sober con- 
fidence in the ultimate outcome of the 
conflict and showed the determination 
of the Canadian people to prcsecute 
the war ‘to the utmost of our strength.’ 
There was no mention of the specific 
Nature of proposed legislation except 
that measures would be for tie “wel 
fare of Canada” and the prosecution 
of the war to the full. “You have been 
summoned at this time” the speech 
said “that opportunity may be afford- 
ed for the fullest consideration and 
discussion of Canada’s war effort and 
of naticnal problems which war has 
served to intensify or create.” Inter- 
National tension, the speech pointed 
out, had been heightened by the alli- 
ance of the Axis powers with Japan, 
but events of greater significance had 
served to confirm our faith in the ul- 
timate outcome of the struggle. 
“First and foremost has been the mag- 
nificent resistance of the United 
Kingdom,” In the face of a common 
peril there had arisen,” the Speech 
said, “a closer association and an in- 
creasing measure of cooperation be- 
tween the United States of America 
and the nations of the British Com- 
monwealth”. This week the debate on 
the Speech will be in full swing. 


Corfference Called on Sirois Report— 
The Premiers of the nine provinces 
have been asked by Prime Minister 
MacKenzie King to come to Ottawa in 
January to discuss the recommenida- 
tions of the Sirois Commission on 1 


minion-Provincial Relations. ‘The Do- 
minion Government have carefully 
studied the proposals in recent 


months and favor their adoption, In 


his letter to the provincial Premiers, 
the Prime Minister said that the im- 
pact of war with its financial burdens 
had “inevitably increased the compet- 
ition between governments to secure 
revenues and has ggravated the over- 
lapping, cumbersome and discrimina- 
tory character of much of our tax 
structure.” It was the view of the 
government, the letter said, “that ad- 
option of the Commission's recommen- 
dations is necessary to put our country 
in a position to pursue a policy which 
will achieve a maximum war effort and 
at the same time to lay a scund foun- 
dation for post-war reconstruction.” 

The commission's recommendations 
included the assumptin by the federal 
government of provincial debts and 
the responsibility of maintenance 
unemployed who are able to. work, 
Provinces were to surrender to the 
Dominion their right to collect income 
taxes, corporation taxes and success- 
ion duty taxes. The present statutory 
subsidies to provinces were to be dis- 
continued but there were to be sub- 
stituted national grants to provinces 
to help those in difficulty to balance 
their budgets. Unemployment insur- 
ance was one of the recommendations 
of the commission and parliament has 
already passed the necessary legisla- 
tion and is putting a nation wide plan 
of contributory job insurance into ef- 
fect. The Dominion-Provincial confer- 
ence in January will discuss the whole 
comprehensive program of readjusting 
the financial relationship of Dominion 
and Provinces, which was the result 
of three years’ intensive study by the 
members of the Commission and a 
body of experts. 


Members Pleased By U. S. Election— 

Although there could be no official 
expression of opinion at Ottawa on 
the result of the presidential election 
in the United States, it was evident at 
the opening of the session that the 
spirits of members of paprliament 
have been buoyed up by the re-elec- 
tion of Mr Roosevelt. From practical 
experience they had come to know 
that the president has a profound sym- 
patby with the British cuuse and they 
saw in his re-election to the White 
House a continuance on an expanding 


avele of material assistance to Britain. 
Word from Washington that afte: 

conference with President Roosevelt, 
the head of the British Purchasing 
Commission Mr A. B. Purvis, is flying 
to Britain, has confirmed this 
Purvis told reporters he expected 1 
return with more orders for war mai 
erials from Britain, There has 
practically no reference by anyor 
here in regard to domestic 
the United States.
